Fatalities Had Occurred, Can*. 


lair Mtirh ! Excitement For 


Ko L ittle Time. 


New York, May 22.—A score of men 
employed In the engine and dynamo 
Tooms of the New York Glucose com­ 
pany’s plant at Shady Side, N. J., on 
the west Dank of the Hudson river, op­ 
posite Ninth street, this city, were 
more or less injured by the explosion 
of a large steam pipe. 
The accident 
occurred today. 
The roof of the building was blown 
off and the wreckage 
caught 
fire. 
Borne of the thirty men who were at 
work in the building had narrow es­ 
capes from death. 
They were taken 
out of the blazing ruins by their fel­ 
low laborers from adjoining buildings 
belonging to the same company. 
In the confusion which followed the 
explosion many reports of serious loss 
of life were spread among relatives of 
employes, thus exaggerating the extent 
of the disaster. The company’s force 
and local firemen fought the flames, 
which threatened to destroy several 
other buildings 
in 
the big glucose 
plant.

T h i r t e e n t h O n t n r y , 
Spectacles w are invented late in the 
thirteenth century. The use of glass 
to aid the sight of defective eyes is, 
however, much older. 
Nero looked 
through a concave glass in watching 
the gladiatorial games, and many other 
historical men of Ids day were depend­ 
ent on sim ilar devices for lengthening 
their sight. 
Till the latter part of the thirteenth 
century only the single glass w as In 
use. In 1290 the double glass w as in­ 
vented, and in the fourteenth century 
spectacles were used quite frequently 
by the very w ealthy and high born, al­ 
though they were still so scarce th at 
they were bequeathed In will with all 
the elaborate eare th at marked the dis­ 
position of a feudal estate. The first 
spectacles were made in Italy. 
Somewhat later the m anufacture of 
cheaper glasses sprang up in Holland, 
and It spread late in the fourteenth
